Control of the Senate and Assembly by California 
Teachers Association: 

1. Seventy-six per cent of all present Assemblymen 
have received money from CTA The average amount re¬ 
ceived was $4,900. The total donated to Assemblymen dur¬ 
ing the years 1974 thru 1976 wasjust under $300,000. 

2. Sixty-three per cent of all State Senators have re¬ 
ceived money from CTA. The average amount received 
mas ^,700. Total donations given Senators during 1974 
thru 1976 was over $117,000. 

3. The large majority (74 per cent In the House and 
60 per cent in the Senate) of the seois on all permanent 
standing committees are held by politicians who have 
taken CTA money. Standing committees can make or 
break proposed legislation. Elxamples of these committees 
are: Elducation, Reveniue and Taxation, Public Employees 
and Retirement, etc. 

4. The total donations to the leaders of our State 
Legi-slature frlm the CTA during 1974 thru 1976 were 
$56,625. 

Legislation: 

1. During 1974 thru 1976 our Legislature passed and 
CjOv. Brown signed into law a bill which gave teachers 
collective bargaining rights lor compensation and work¬ 
ing conditions. Senator JUdda (a teacher) authored this bill. 

2. On September 17, 1977 Gov. Brown signed into law 
AB 65 which will give schools $4 billion more of your tax 
money in the next 4-5 years. This money will go mostly 
for employee wages and benefits. 

3. Nine-two per cent of the co-authors of AB 65 (35 
out of 38) and the Governor who signed it, received $185,- 
000 from CTA during 1974 thru 1976.

H you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they kuow a lot more than you 
do about the subject. , 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from; 

1. Marihuana: 

_, Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 



if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

• Its effects can differ at times in the same individual, 
Ihere is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depressiou. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

^ Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

In Sub-compact Car Field 



As a result of an all-out 
effort over the past four 
years to conserve natural re¬ 
sources used in its day-to- 
day operation. General Tele¬ 
phone Company of Califor¬ 
nia now operates the largest 
privately owned sub-compact 
fleet in the nation. 

Use of mini-vans and 
trucks began on a trial basis 
in 1974, as part of an over¬ 
all voluntary conservation 
program. Currently the San¬ 
ta Monica-ba.sed utility has 
in service 2,742 sub-compacts 
that are driven a combined 
average of 31,292,762 miles 
annually.
